JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present (Pacific) mail brings dates to the 23rd Oct. The 
French mail, with London dates to the 18th Aug.; was received 
on the 5th, and the following English mail, of Aug. 25, on the 
15th Oct. The following items are from the Japan Gazette :-— 

Rumour began to busy itself lately with accounts of new 
troubles in Yedo, arising from the determination of the Govern- 
ment to carry out the late decree of the Government for t 1e abo- 
lition of the clan system with strictness and expedition. But it 
has received a guietus from the evident solidity of the Govern- 
mental power, and the calm manner in which it is carrying out 
all its designs. One of the most important matters in its bearing 
upon trade and commerce that has yet been under discussion by 
the Mikado's Ministers is now before them. It has been proposed 
to permit the exportation of rice, the przsent prospects of the 
harvest being of a most exceptionally favourable character. Al- 
ready the price of this staple has fallen so low that it is more 
advantageous to re-export the Saigon aud Chinese rice that had 
arrived than to sell it here, and all of it has been shipped for 
this purpose ; but it is not yet allowed to export the native 
article. If, however, the sanction of the Mikado is given to this, 
we expect that the export may fully equal the quantities im- 
ported last year. 

The railway has been‘laid from Yokohama as far as the river 
Rokugo (Logo) at Kawasaki, just half way to Yedo by the roid, 
and rie is some expectation of opening the line so far by the 
new year. 

In the rowing match between Kobé and Yoxvhama the result 
was in favour of the Y. A. R.C. Since then three of the gontle- 
men of the Kobé crew entered the lists at a competition in athletic 
sports generally. Out of 15 prizes, the Kobé men carried off 9. 

Mr. ‘Troup, late H.B.M.’s Consul at Ne-egata, has arrived with 
Mrs Troup at Yedo. He is about to proceed to Hakodadi, to 
relieve Mr. Eusden, who has arrived here en route for Europe on 
leave The British Consulate at Ne-egata is now closed, and only 
four Europeans remain at the port. 

A little after midnight on the morning of Oct. 11 a marine 
attached to H.M.S. Barrosa, returning to the ship from leave, 
slipped into the water and was drowneu. 

uch curiosity is excited by the fact that at the Nogé Hill cut- 
ting the labourers have struck upon afpiece of land, from whence, 
at every stroke of the pick or dig with the mattock, smoke rises 
from the svil which is quite hot, and possesses a sulphurous smell. 
It is generally janie that there must be a hot sulphur spring 
beneath. 

The following is from the Weekly Mai] : —We understand that 
Ito has been appointed one of the executive officers of the Finance 
department in a position answering somewhat to that of our own 
Commissioner of Inland Revenue. The Governmeut undoubted! 
does well to avail itself of his services, but it must be confesse 
that he is by no meansa popular man with the best class of Japan- 
ese officials. His too easy accessibility to foreigners of inferior 
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standing is not calculated to raise his reputation agra oe own 
people or among those foreigners who dislike secing the Japanese 
made the dupes of those who ill-represent their better types. 

A very general complaint among the members of this commu- 
nity is the very scant and unsatisfactory telegrams which reach 
this port. It is manifestly impossible for us, or for any news- 
paper in Japan, to obtain exclusive telegrams from Europe at 
the existing rates. We must again call attention to the unsatis- 
factory condition of the new road. On the hill leading to the 
race-course there is a hole stretching completely across the road, 
and effectually barring any vehicles except those of very narrow 
gauge from passing, while further down in Mississippi Bay 
there is a hole which cannot be passed without serious damage. 
We are glad to see that one of the most obnoxious “ corners” on 
the road up the hill—that near the French barracks—has, 
through the courtesy of the French commandant, been removed, 
and the road at this point is now no longer a source of danger. 
The thanks of the community are due to Captain de Villeneuve. 

Just before the U.8. Colorado left the dry dock at Yokoska a 
fatal accident took place. ‘The captain of the forecastle was 
standing on the sill of one of the ports of the upper ticr of guns, 
when the ropes supporting it gave way, and he was precipitated 
@ distance of fifty feet on to the stones below. ‘When picked up 
he was quite dead, and the doctor asserts that ‘nearly every bone 
in his body was broken. 

On the 15th Oct. Yokohama was visited by a somewhat severe 
shock of earthquake, followed by another slight shock. We have 
lately been comparatively free from earthquakes, but the expe- 
rience of the last day or two suggests the return of these unplea- 
sant phenomena with all their usual frequency. 





HIOGO. 

Our advices extend to the 18th Oct. The London mail (French) 
of 18th Aug., arrived out Oct. 8th, and the Pacific mail steamer 
with New York dates Aug. 24 on the same day ; telegrams from 
London had been received to the 4th Oct. The following items 
are from the Hiogo News :— 

Troubles have arisen in Géshiu, which threaten to develop into 
@ very unpleasant state of affairs. The head of the Government 
was summoned to Yedo, and was about to answer the summons, 
when he was informed by some of his faithful subjects that he 
would not be allowed to go, as they would rather see him in his 
grave than a servant to the Mikado. A disturbance of a rather 
serious nature has ensued, and several people have been killed. 
The Nautilus left Yokohama with troops a few days ago to quell 
the disturbances. The first news of this affair reached Kobe from 
the Enropean staff, who are employed in laying the telegraph be- 
tween here and Nagasaki. Serious and extremely practical objec- 
tions were made to their continuing their work, and they have 
sent down for instructions. There is no cause for any serious 
alarm, however, as the disturbance is only local. 

Great progress has been made with the railway works between 
here and Osaka. The site of the station at Kobe has been raised, and 
is ready for receiving the buildings which are daily expected from 
England. The engines have been made in England by first-class 
makers, and on some trial trips in Yokohama gave great satis- 
faction. The carriages are of a very light and inexpensive cha. 
racter, fitted up with little ornament. They are, however, lofty 
and well ventilated. Of course the fact that most, if not all, of 
the European workmen engaged have been employed on the Yedo 
line has caused a certain amount of delay down here, but not so 
much as might have reasonably been expected. It has been de- 
termined, we hear, to use cast iron sleepers, and we hear also that 
@ quantity has been already delivered at Kobe. We are not 
aware who is responsible for the giying of the order for these 
sleepers, but we were certainly very much surprised to hear that 
any such order had been given. ‘There is plenty of wood about 
the hills here, which we believe to be very similar in its nature 
to larch, and why, therefore, people should go to the expense of 
importing iron sleepers from abroad is rather mysterious, With 
reference to the extension to Kioto and Ootz on Lake Biwa, the 
surveys are being rapidly pushed forward, and it is expected that 
the trial ones will very soon be ready. 

A rumour reached our ears that Mr. Nakayama had been guper- 
seded in the Governorship of Hiogo, to le succeeded by one 
Mootzu. Full of hope we made some inquiries on the subject, 
and were informed that the information was to a certain extent 
true, but that the PH ora was of a temporary nature. 

We are glad to see that Messrs. Lougee, having been tempo- 
rarily released from their apparently hopeless taek of trying to 
raise the Hiogo, have at last got to work on the wreck of the 
Pride of the Thames. She is anything but the pride of Kobe 
harbour just at present, and setting aside the fact of their being 
eyesores, these sunken wrecks about the bay are a source of great 

anger to the navigation. We wonder, indeed, that the Govern- 
ment does not insist on their being blown up when they have 
cumbered the water beyond a certain period. 

The Hiogo Cricket Club of 1869, which collapsed for want of & 
ground whereon to play, has been resuscitated under the style of 
the ‘‘ Kobe Cricket Club ;”, and at a meeting held at the Oriental 
Hotel on Saturday last, Messra. Groom, Co: en, Cream, Macpher- 
on and Lucas were elected as committee. 

At a meeting of the trustees of the International Hospital,Jheld 
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on the 10th Oct., it appearing ‘evident to the Board that the 
Governor intended to lend no aid in the matter of appropriating 
a site, as he had led them to suppose he would, and as the season 
for the prevalence of small-pox and other contagious diseases was 
now close at hand, it was resolved that the Working Committee 
be authorised to see what could be done in the way of leasing 
suitable premises for the time being, until other arrangements 
could be made of a more satisfactory nature. 

We have reported lately several robberies which have been per- 

etrated on Europeans, and now we have to record that a Consul 
fas been robbed! A watch and pistol were stolen from the bed- 
side of Gen. P. Frank, U.S. Oonsul here, and now that matters 
oe come to this pitch, they must, we should think, turn for the 
etter. 

It is with great pleasure we observe that the Kusho-maru, Capt. 
Kirby, has been placed on the line between here and Osaka. 
She has been splendidly fitted up by her owners, Messrs. E. C. 
Kirby and Co., and supplies a want that has been felt for some 
time. Tho arrangements of the Kusho-maru give comfortable 
quarters to about 450;Japanese, besides a room nicely fitted up for 
foreigners only. 

The ceremony of laying the corner-stone of the Masonic Hall 
took place on Sept. 16, and proved in every way a complete suc- 
cess. Tho stone was laid by Bro. P. M. Kinder, who afterwards 
addressed the Brethren. 

An Osaka correspondent writes that the protracted election has 
terminated at last, and Messrs. Real, Hay and Klein are the re- 
sulting triplet. That Mr. Real should head the poll is to be 
explained by the large proportion of the French element amongst 
our foreign population. 

‘The following news is from the same source :—Although the 
nativel retail tradesmen still set their faces Pe the new coins, 
the case is very different with the wholesale dealers, and yens are 
now at 2 per cent. premium against Mexicans. Large quantities 
of the half yens and smaller silver coins are being produced daily 
at the Mint, but are absorbed as rapidly as they are struck. The 
coinage of gs has now commenced, and I hear that a large 
quantity of five yen pieces has been delivered to the Finance de- 
parraent, preparatory, I suppose, to their being issued to the 


The gas works at the Mint are, after so much wearisome delay, 
at length in working order. For several nights the dwelling- 
houses of the officials have been lighted with gas, and the lamps 
surrounding the Mint buildings have been also lit. This is the 
first successful introduction of gas into Japan. 

A want which must have long been felt by the owners of the 
numerous fleet of steamboats which ply between Kobe and Osaka 
and Kioto has been at length su plied by the establishment of 
works for the repair of boilers and machinery. The new comers 
are Messrs. A. Ross and Co., with several Europeanjworkmen in 
their employ. 

At the new brewery, Mr. Fiirst, the manager, is hard at work, 
and the Niphonese seem to take very kindly to his tap. Bottled 
samples of the beverage, bearing on a red and white label the 
words “Osaka Beer, brewed by the Kaisosha,” may be seen in 
different parts of the town. 





NAGASAKI. 

The following items are from the Nagasaki Express -— 

The Pacific Mail Steamship Company’s steamer Alaska, Captain 
Jeff. Maury, 4,012 tons, arrived in this harbour on the 5th inst., 
from Yokohama, and left again this afternoon for Hong Kong. 
She is the largest mercantile steamer that has yet visited this 
port, which of course has made her as great a novelty to many of 
the natives here as the Great Eastern was some years ago in Eng- 


H.M.8. Ocean and Salamis leave for Hong Kong, the latter en 
route for England. Mr. Annesley, the Acting Consul, and family, 
leave;by the last-named vessel. 

We hear that an English engineer, Mr. J. O. Fry, who is con- 
nected with the Government Telegraph Department, arrived here 
on Tuesday last by the Pacific Mail steamer Oregonian. He is 
accompanied by three Japanese officers, and will shortly proceed 
with them to Simonoseki, in order to survey the road en route and. 
make the necessary preparations for laying a section of the over— 
land telegraph between that place and the station at Nagasaki. 

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Naaasakl, Oct. 14, 1871, via San Francrsco. 

I last wrote you 15th ultimo, via San Francisco. The interval 
since my last has been one in which numerous entertainments 
have been given, the most notable being the dinner given to Mr. 
Consul Annesley, on the 29th ult., which was a great success, and 
the farewell ball given to Vice-Admiral Sir Henry Kellett, K.C.B., 
and the officers of H.M.S. Ocean, previous to their departure for 
Hong Kong, en route for England. 

The whole of Her Majesty’s vessels leave this to-morrow morm- 
ing, and will make this place present a very dull aspect after the 
recent festivities. Mr. Annesley leaves to-morrow morning in the 
Salamis, having been relieved by Mr. Marcus O. Flowers, who 
arrived on the evening of the 10th inst. by the Pacific Miail 
steamer Oregonian, ; 

The subscribers to the ball referred to above included all the 
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names of the leading residents here, and comprised the following 
nationalities, viz., British, German, American, French, Danish, 
and Dutch, among whom were the representatives of those coun- 
tries, which added additional importance to the gathering. The 
officers appeared in epaulettes, &c. The community always suc- 
ceed in whatever they undertake in this line, and the present 
instance is no exception to the rule, and the 12th instant was 
made a red-letter day not easily forgotten. Ido not know whe- 
ther the band enjoyed the task of playing the “Sir Roger de 
Coverley,” although it was divided into half, each one taking its 
turn ; the band got tired before the dancers, and could not get 
through the whole of the fifty who stood up for it. 

The French mail of the 4th August arrived here on the 21st ult.

SHANGHAI, 

Dates from this Pl are to the 26th October ; the P. and O. 
mail, with advices from London to the 8th Sept., arrived out on 
the 22nd Oct., two days in advance of due date. The following 
items are from the North China Herald :— 

Almost every steamer lately has taken a small instalment of 
Presbyterians to Ningpo to attend the meeting of the Synod. 
Besides all the Presbyterians alluded to, there were present re- 

resentatives of other denominations. The sermon was preached 
He the retiring Moderator, the Rev. Dr. Nevius, and the Rev. Mr. 
ateer was elected Moderator for the coming year. 

We hear that Captain Hutchinson, late of the Rona, has re- 
ceived from the Acting Vice-Consul for Russia, through H.B.M.’s 
Acting Consul, a handsome testimonial for humane services ren- 
dered to the crew of the Russian steamer Nahodka, wrecked on 
the Corean coast about eighteen months ago. The testimonial is 
bestowed by the Czar, and consists of a gold medal and a drevet, 
er warrant, stating the service for which it is given. 

The May Queen has arrived in Chefoo from Australia, with 400 
tons of coal ; this is all the news our correspondent has, except 
the purchase of an extraordinary bunch of grapes, 9} catties on 
one stem, which the purchaser has sent to Shanghai. 

In default of the usual autumn races, the Tientsin people had 
@ regatta on the plains behind the Club. A robbery of gold bars 
took place on board the Shanse, on her last trip down from 
Tientsin. Two boxes containing gold to the value of Tls. 16,000 
were received on board at Tientsin, consigned to a Shanghai firm, 
but disappeared on the downward voyage. No trace of them has 
yet been discovered ; but the police are making active inquiry. 

The Sin Nanzing was somewhat delayed on her downward trip 
to Taku, by having to tug a Chinese man-of-war off the river 
bank, and then a Chinese junk, which, in trying to clear the man- 
of-war, also got ashore. It is said the water on the Taku bar is 
shallowing, but that a new and deeper channel is forming. The 
phan Pes got off the bank on which the had contrived to embed 

erself. 

A sad accident occurred during the passage of the Shantung 
down the Peiho. One of the quarter-masters, in trying to avoid 
or mitigate a collision with a junk, got jammed between the two 
and was crushed to death. 

Li is discharging a number of the foreign employes at the 
Arsenal. This is said to be simply to eradicate what has been 
done by Chung How. 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices extend to the lst Nov. The outward French mail 
of Sept. 15th arrived on the 25th, and the following P. and O. 
raail, with London dates to Sept. 22, on the 30th Oct. Tho fol- 
lowing intelligence is from the China Mau :— 

As famine and the squeezes of corrupt officials are in China the 
certain forerunners of brigandage and insurrection, grave fears 
are felt by all at the probable effect of the floods up North. Thou- 
sands of natives have been left houseless: tens and hundreds of 
thousands will be left without food if the waters do not abate ; 
and the lavish expenditure necessitated by the approaching Im- 
perial nuptials, together with the repeely of dishonest, money- 
Garcing officials, fill all (native and foreign) with the gravest 

ears. 

Hong Kong has been honoured by a visit from the Tartar- 
General of Canton—a mandarin of high rank who is connected 
by marriage with Prince Kung and is spoken of as the future 
father-in-law of the reigning Emperor. He was suitably received 
with salutes and official attentions, and left after two days’ stay. 
The Tartar-General is said to be an intelligent and able man, and 
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it is rumoured that he has many progressive schemes in view, 
which will probably be duly enforced when he succeeds to the 
Viceroyalty of Canton. Amongst other things it is said that he 
is in favour of telegraphic communication being established be- 
tween this colony and Canton, and wo understand that, on his 
advice, a project for removing all the guard boats and junks which 
infest the creeks and rivers, and supplanting them in proportion 
of one to three, by large steam launches, has been adopted, and is 
now being put into execution. The scheme is being carried out, 
we believe, by the Commissioner of Customs, with whom it is said 
to originate; and several of the steam-launches are actually 
being made at the present moment in this colony. 

The Chinese who were detained in Victoria Gaol pending their 
extradition to the Chinese authorities were handed over on the 
27th Oct. The charges against the prisoners are murders, bur- 
glaries, and robberies, and from the depositions there appeared 
to the magistrates to be sufficient evidence to recommend the 
surrender of the offenders. Though we are of opinion that none 
but bad characters would be applied for by the mandarins, yet 
we still think it undesirable that men given up for one offence 
by the English authorities should be tried for another by the 
native Courts, This, at any rate, would not raise us in the opi- 
nion of the Chinese, who would certainly come to the conclusion 
that they have out-witted the wise rulers of this colony. 

Mr. C. F. A. Sangster, of the Registrar-General’s Department, 
who gces home on leave by the next English mail, has been pre- 
sented by the Chinese clerks of the department with an ivory 
jewel casket of rare workmanship. 

Several symptoms of independence have appeared in the un- 
official members of our Legislative Council, but no direct influence 
is the result. 

A case of some interest has been brought before the Police 
Magistrate, in which a seaman alleged to have deserted from the 
North German corvette Hertha at Portsmouth was charged with 
that offence. His Worship decided that he had no jurisdiction, 
either under the Extradition Treaty or local ordinance, to try the 
case. 

We learn that the Rev. T. F. Morton, M.A., formerly chaplain 
on board the flagship Ocean, has been appointed naval chaplain 
to the Princess Charlotte, vice the Rey. R. O’Oallaghan, B.A., who 
goes home. 

We hear that H.M.S, Ocean sunk a Chinese junk on her last 
downward trip, at Chefoo. The junk was bound for Tientsin with 
a valuable cargo, estimated at upwards of Tls. 22,000. The ves- 
sel wa3 cut in two by the stem of the iron man-of-war, and was 
sunk immediately, but without loss of life. 

Referring to the memorial of the foreign residents at Tientsin 

to their Consuls—that necessary protection may be provided them 
before the river and the flooded plains be frozen up, the Mail 
says :—‘‘In favour of the idea that the Chinese Government 
pulled the wires in the Shan-sin-Fan excitement—that it was, in 
fact, an outflow of the celebrated circular against missionaries— 
it is said that not a word has been heard of the movement in the 
province governed by Tseng-kwo-Fan. It is argued that, either 
Tseng thought the experiment too dangerous, or disapproved of 
the scheme entirely. War preparations and martial ardour appear 
to have been damped by the floods. The report that. Li-kwei-men, 
a high mandarin, had risen in rebellion in Hunan is discredited 
by some. Chen, the Shanghai Chehsien, has been laudably active 
against the squeezing propensities of his yamen-runners. 
J.T. Meadows, who rendered himself so conspicious in the de- 
fence of the Cainese on the occasion of the Tientsin Massacre, is 
said to have been dismissed the Chinese service, along with a 
number of others.” 

We take the following from the Overland Trade Report :— 

The annual meeting of the Canton Insurance Company was held 
on the 28th October ; the Hon. W. Keswick in the chair. The 
statement for 1870 showed net receipts of $836,681.83 and the 
profit to date was estimated at $326,650.68, out of which the 
general agents recommended an immediate payment of a dividend 
of $750 per share. Some discussion took place upon making cer- 
tain changes in the principles of the office to meet the progress of 
insurance business in the present day. The chairman suggested 
that the funds of the company should be deposited in one of the 
banks, as was the practice with other insurance companies ; and 
it was also proposed that the number of shares should be slightly 
increased, and that the distribution of the reserve to contributors 
should be changed. After some discussion, it was agreed that the 
various points should be reduced to writing, and submitted to the 
Committee, who should report upon them afterwards to the share- 
holders, and take their opinion. 

Arumour has come from Canton in connection with illegal 
levies by the Chinese authorities on the trade of Hong Kong, 
which demands some attention. Hitherto they have succeeded 
in taxing the trade of the port by means of cruisers stationed at 
the entrance to the harbour, but it is now stated that they intend 
establishing a floating station in Chinese waters, as near the 
limits of the colony as possible, whereat all junks leaving Hong 
Kong will be called upon to report and pay the duty on their 
cargoes. Unless a stop is put to this mode of Chinese encroach- 
ment, the colony will soon be hampered with all the disadvan- 
tages, without being benefited by any of the advantages of a 
treaty port. We can hardly believe that the Canton officials will 
have the temerity to make the attempt which is spoken of ; but it 
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is very likely that the rumour is the prelude to some movement 
in the same directiou, though perhaps not of sc bold 4 nature. 

The Legislative Council met on the 18th Oct., when a great 
deal of discussion took place concerning the charge which the 
Government have brought against the Hon. Mr. Ryrie, one of the 
non-official members of the Council, of bringing a charge against 
the Registrar-General. A great deal of interest is taken in the 
matter, as it is felt to be an unwarrantable attempt to curb free 
discussion. The old grievance of the defective constitution of 
the Council has been revived by it, and it is felt that the public 
is most unfairly represented by the limited number of non-official 
members, who at all events in matters of finance, and questious 
directly affecting the commercial interests of the colony, ought to 
have much more voice than they have at present. 

The following items are from the Daily Press :— 

The new “roof” on Government House, for which $10,000 were 
voted, is equally worthy of attention in an architectural, sesthe- 
tic, or financial point of view. Notwithstanding what was said 
to the contrary, it appears to have been quite possible to build 
a flat roof, and this has been done; but apparently to relieve 
the eye, one large and two small “looks out,’ or sleeping apart- 
ments have been placed on the flat, each of them having its own 
tiled roof, and the whole presenting the appearance of a large 
village or moderate sized town. This may be convenient for 
walking about in the cool of the evening ; but, in-the name of 
everything verging upon taste, we beg our readers to gaze upon, 
and weep at, the result of spending $10,000 on this business. 
Lastly, may it be asked how it is that a vote is asked for a roof, 
and part of the money spent in building new apartments in a 
high and airy position ? Is it that we are at last to have publicity 
in Hong Kong, and that what was done in secret will now be 
proclaimed on the house tops ? 

The Eureka Troupe again performed to a crowded house. The 
first part consisted of some well-selected songs, a comic duet be- 
tween Mr. Small and Miss Hosmer being very cleverly performed, 
while the latter gave “ Auld Robin Gray ” with much effect, and 
Miss Wiseman repeated “ He lo’ed me faithfully,” which was 
highly appreciated. The burlesque of Fair Rosamond was given 
amidst vociferous applause. It is one of the best pieces of the 
kind which has been seen in Hong Kong, and we doubt not will 
prove a standing favourite with the public. 

It is stated that some residents in the colony have it under 
contemplation to form a kind of company or club for building 
suitable quarters at the Peak. We are confident that if some- 
thing of the kind were started in shares, say, of about $100 each, 
the use of one or two rooms—say @ bedroom and dressing room— 
being guaranteed to each member, the scheme would be largely 
supported. We trust sincerely it may be carried out, as the ad- 
vantages of being able to get to aclimate fifteen degrees cooler 
than in the town can scarcely be over-estimated. 

At the last meeting of the Council, the Government agreed, at 
the suggestion of the non-official members, that the repairs to the 
Praya should only be of a temporary nature, until the subject had 
been thoroughly discussed at the next meeting. How this is 
being carried out may be seen at and near Pedder’s Wharf, where 
a number of Chinese are busy repairing the wall with large 
solid blocks of granite—in fact, imakiog it exactly what it was 
before. In one sense at least these repairs may be considered 
temporary, as they will no doubt be washed down by the next 
typhoon.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates are to the 8th Nov. On the 29th Oct. the French mail, 
with London letters to 29th Sept., arrived, four days in advance 
of due date; the following P. and O. mail, of 6th Oct., arrived 
on the 8th Nov., two days early. The following is from the 
Seratts Times :— 

The Chinese riots have been crushed out by the prompt action 
of the Government. A few days since some excitement was 
occasioned by a murder committed in boat outside the harbour 
limits, the victims being two Teo Chew and one Kay Chinese. 
There is every reason to believe the perpetrators of this crime 
will be brought to punishment. Two or three armed boats have 
been secured by the marine police, and it is probable the attempts 
to prolong the quarrel between the two factions by murderin 
boatmen at sea will not be repeated. After the fighting h 
ceased the assistance of the justices of the ears was sought 
by the Chinese who had lost property uring the riots, 
to enable them to regain possession of it. The plunderers 
however, appeared to think themselves lawfully entitled to the 
spoil they had taken, and strongly resisted the authorities; it 
was found necessary to obtain a strong force in every case before 
any of the property could be recovered and quiet fully restored. 
There will Tobatly be a very heavy criminal session of the Su- 
preme Court in January next, owing to cases arising out of the 
riots. Pare 

The new police law, which has been passed by the Legislative 
Council. was put into operation on the lst Nov. The reason for 
its early introduction is that the police was found utterly inca- 
pable of preserving the peace during the riots, and it has been 
found necessary for the good order of the Settlement that the 
force should be placed upon a more effective footing at once. It 
is, of course, impossible to judge as yet whether the ‘* reorganisa- 
tion” will effect the needed improvement ; but if it makes eny 
improvement at all, it will have done some good. The European 
element in the force is being augmented, but doubtless it will be 
found necessary to make numerous changes before a sufficient 
number of men of the right stamp are secured. At present there 
seems to be a very limited field to choose from, but probably in 
course of time a very good class of men will be selected for the 
purpose. The increase of pay to the constables will permit the 
employment of a better class of men; those who have proved 
themselves good will be retained, and the worthless ones replaced 
by others. In this way there is no doubt that the police will be 
made much more effective. One requirement of the force—a 
mounted patrol—is still unsupplied, and until this is provided 
it will be always at a disadvantage in the event of disturbances 
in the country districts, or even in the town at any distance from 
the police stations. .

Ata meeting of the Supreme Council, on the 4th Oct., H.H. 
the Rajah proposed a tax upon lucifer matches of one cent. on 
each box of the usual size sold heretofore for.one cent. Should 
large boxes with double the number of matches come into the 
market, the tax to be then doubled and increased according to 
size of box or number of matches contained in it. The tax has 
already received the consent of the leading merchants, and is to 
come into force in three days. 

The Rajah has been pleased to appoint Mr. James Innes to be 
Assistant Resident of Sibu. 

A pamphlet addressed to the lay members of the Church in 
Sarawak, on some questions connected with educational work in 
the country, has lately been published by the Bishop. In it he 
declares his willingness to welcome co-operation on the part of 
the laity, and gives a somewhat favourable account of what the 
Mission has done to further improved farming and industrial 
skill, but, practically, the matter remains very much where it did. 
No adequate scheme of instruction has been put forward. 

Visitors to Sarawak who have any recollection of what the 
Bazaar was eighteen months or two years ago will be surprised at 
the rapid progress made in the Government improvements, the 
whole of the houses as far as Ken What's being now approach- 
ing completion in solid style. The transformation which has 
taken place in Carpenters’-street is still more wonderful. The 
old tumbledown abodes, inhabited for the most part by the poorer 
artisans among the Chinese have given place to neat plank houses, 
roofed with billian, and built with some approach to regularity. 
Another side is being run up to this street on the ground before 
occupied as a timber store and receptacle of rubbish ; the frame- 


did not permit them to be received. The Governor of Paknam 
was entrusted with the mission of making the presentations. 
The vessel afterwards proceeded to Batavia, which place is to be 
similarly honoured. We have no doubt the King’s visit to Cal- 
cutta willbe a very grand affair, and that his reception by the 
Viceroy of India will bea splendid one, far eclipsing anything 
his Majesty has yet experienced.

YoxouaMA.— Business during the interval had continued about ona 
par with that previously reported, and settlements since the last Amcri- 
can mail had reached ahout 5,000 piculs ; these consisted of most grades 
from common to fine, but of finest and choice leaf there had been 
very little on offer, and prices for these latter were fully maintained ; 
for the former quotations were unchanged, but the quality of stock on 
offer showed a great falling off compared with that of two months pre- 
viously, Supplies had continued fair and stocks remaincd with little 
change. The Black Prince had sailed with 791,022 Ibs., and the Mikado 
and Walton were loading, for New York. Quotations :—Commnon, $19 
to 22 per picul; good common, $23 to25; medium, $26 to 30; good 
medium, $31 to 33; fine, $35 to 40; finest, $42 to 50; choice, $52 
upwards. 

H10Go.—The market had been quiet during the month, with settle- 
ments amounting to only about 3,000 piculs. Prices showed a decline 
of about $2 per picul, except for choicest descriptions, which were being 
offered only in very sinall parcels. Stocks were estimited at not less 
than 5,000 piculs, exclusive of old leaf. The Adriatic sailed for New 
York on the 7th Oct. with 298,918 lbs., and the present mail steamer 
takes about 200 tons. Quotations: Common, $17 to 19 per picul; 
good common, $20 to 23; medium. $24 to 28; good medium, $29 
to 34; fine, $35 to 41; finest, $42 to 47; choice, $18 to 55; choicest, 
$56 and upwards, 

NAGASAKI.—Of finest qualities there had been no arrivals, and 
dealers were stating that this season no better parcels than those offer- 
ing may be expected. Stocks of medium fine, a' $19 to 23 per picul, 
were large, and purcharers were holding back for lower prices. Com- 
mon to mediuin were ulso plentiful at $15 to 19 p:r picul. 

Hanxow.—Only 1,718 chests <ctiled, and but 6,50) enests shipped 
by teamen to Shanghai. No alteration in prices; supplies falling off, 
and very few chops classed as fair Congou. Quotations were :—Oopacks, 
common, Tis. 14} to 154 ; Ounams, low to common, Tis. 9 to 133. 

K1uKIANG.—Black: Thirteen chops had arrived from the country, 
and forwarded to Shanghai for sale; unfavourable weather was retard- 
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ing the arrival of further quantities. Green: About twenty chops had 
been shipped to Shanghai. It is currently reported that a much larger 
quantity of Green Tea than usual would be forwarded via Ningpo, iu- 
stead of through this port, and arrivals were already much smaller to 
date than they were last season. 

SHANGHAI.—We take the following from Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer 
and Co.’s report :—Black: We have to report the settlement of 10,700 
chests and 4,500 half-chests, but a small business as compared with the 
transactions during any fortnight of the present season. Stock is reduced 
to11,600 chests, and as we cannot now receive any large supply from the 
country, the Black Tea business may be regarded almost at anend. Our 
export of Congou is in excess 14,000,000 Ibs. as compared with corre- 
sponding ‘date last year, from which time to end of season about 
15,000,000 lbs. were shipped, whereas this season, if latest advices from 
the river can be relied on, we shall not add more than 6,000,000 Ibs. to 
our present figures, giving total export of Congou for 1871, 66,400,000 
Ibs., against 62,200,000 lbs. for 1870. Prices:—Shuntam Teas have 
been taken to a fair extent at Tls. 12 to 13 ; common to fair Hohows and 
Oonams at Ts. 15.5.0 to 17; fair to medium Ningchows. Oopacks, and 
Oonfas at Ts. 20 to 22.7.5, rates which do not show any change in value. 
Green: In our last report we advived fine and finest Fychows, Teenkais, 
and Moyunes selling at full prices and finding ready buyers for the 
American market ; this demand has continued throughout the past fort- 
night, and the only chops not taken at once on arrival are of common 
quality, unsuited for the requirements of American buyers, and such as 
are selling at home at rates the equivalent of which holders are not in- 
clined to accept. Fine and finest Teenkais, Moyunes, aud Fychows have 
ranged from Tls, 40 to 5] proportion: medium to fine at Tls, 34 to 40. 
Pingsueys at Tls. 38 to 51, and Shanghai packed at Tls. 34 to 35 per 
picul proportion. 

Foocuow.—The Congou market had been fairly active, but latterly 
the settlements had been confined to two or three operators. The grades 
ranging from Tls. 16 to 19 short showed an advance of nearly TI. 1, and 
as these qualities were getting scarce the teamen were very firm for full 
rates, The only alteration was a slight decline in broken-leaf and in- 
ferior. The settlements of Souchongs and Scented Teas consisted of 
rather inferior qualities, which had nevertheless obtained guod valucs, 
Of the undernotcd purchases of Oolongs, about 2,0UU half-chests had 
been for the London market ; firmness of teamen prevented any extensive 
transactions on the part of American buyers. Settlements had been :— 
Congou : 41,353 chests—Tls. 6.55 to 11.8 0.b. for dust to broken-leaf, 
Tis. 12.8 to 15.3 o.b. for leafy to ordinary, Tls. 15.8 to 17.8 0.b. for fair 
to good common, Ts. 18.8 to 25.3 0.b. for flavoury to medium, Ts. 26.8 
o.b. for good medium in boxes. Souchongs: 2,789 chests-—Tls. 16.8 to 
21.3 o.b. for common to medium, Tls. 22.8 to 26.8 o.b. for good medium. 
Oolong: 5,671 half-chests--Tls. 18 to 20.8 0.b. for common to fair 
cargo, Tls. 21.3 to 24.3 o.b. for good cargo, Tls. 26.8 to 29.8 ob. for 
superior cargo, Tls. 31.8 to 39.8 o.b. for fine to finest, Ts. 40.8 to 51.8 
o.b. for choice to choicest. Scented Teas: 4,251 boxes—Tls. 17.8 to 
20.3.0.b. for common. Flowery Pekoe: 1,178 chests—Tls, 25.3 to 
58.8 ob. 

AMOY.—Oovlongs had been briskly dealt in at rather dearcr rates ; 
and since the news of the loss of the Tacping Teamen had eudeavoured 
to establish still higher prices, but without success, as buyers had shown 
their disinclination to meet any increased demands. It was expected 
that 15,000 half-chests would complete the season's supply ot these 
Teas. Settlements had becn, 19,555 half-chests Oolong at £20 to 23 fur 
fair, $24 to 25 for good, $27 to 30 fur superior, $32 to 35 for fine, and 
$36 to 45 for extra tine to choice. The Emperor and Lubra had sailed for 
New York, and there was no ship on the berth. 

CanTon.— Moderate settlements of Scented Teas had born made, wud 
Capers had coinmanded somewhat higher prices. Green Teas had been 
but little asked for, and Congous had been neglected. Holders of 
Scented kinds were firm, but the Tecs offtred were, with few excep- 
tions, poor in quality and deficient in scent. 

SILK. 

YoKOHAMA.—Buying hud been somewhat restricted, dealers being 
unwilling to accept buyers’ offers, owiug to a high rate of exchanzc 
ruling in native currency. Settlements had amounted to about GUO 
bales, of which Oshus and other Brick sorts formed an unusually large 
proportion. Prices for Hanks had wgain advanced fully $20 per picul, 
whilst other kinds generally were very firm at quotations. Silkworms’ 
Eggs: Purchases were estimated at 5U0,0U0 cards; for best cards 
Sinchu and Oshu Annuals $1.50 to 2 had been paid; the market 
closed weak, and medium to inferior cards were to be bad at from 50c.

H10G0.—Transactions had been on a limited scale, settlements being 
estimated at 150 bales of 80 cattics. Dealers had not been willing to 
operate, except at an advance, owing to the position of the value of 
native coin, buyers for the most part operating in dollars, which, on 
conversion into native coin, had given dealers a bad rate throughout the 
month. Quotations:—Idah (bricks), fair, 25s. 4d. to 26s, 1d. per 
picul; Sodai, medium to good, 23s. Gd. to 25s. 4d.; Nagahama, me- 
dium to common, 19s. 10d, to 22s. 1d.; Tamba and Tasima, medium to 
fair, 21s.

SHANGHAI.—Messrs. C. J. Skeggs and Co. report as follows :—There 
has been a fair business doing during the fortnight, last mail’s prices 
being maintained, and in some few instances slightly higher rates have 
been paid for the Amcrican market. The demand has run upon chops 
and the better classes of Tsatlee, many of which have had to be rejected 
on account of inferiority, some of the well known No, 4 Chop Silk is so 
bad, that it can barely be called a No. 5. Very little good Silk is now 
ico on the market, that which remains being held for extreme quota- 

ions, 

Cantom.—There had been a fair demand during the fortnight for 
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30/40 dens short reels for France, but only a few bales of market No. 1 
had been taken for Bombay at $475 to $480 per picul. Fine weather, 
and the failure of the fifth crop, had tempted some Loongkong growers 
to attempt a seventh crop, but this would be attended with considerable 
risk, as the return of the north-east wind might in a few days sweep 
away every worm. Without calculating the out-turn of this seventh 
crop, the estimated export for the present season of 1871-72 was placed 
at 11,800 bales. Re-reels had been quite neglected, and finest Coten- 
gown were very scarce. Stocks were estimated at 120 bales Loongkongs, 
640 bales Tsatlee Reels, 200 bales Kowkongs, 130 bales Camchucks, 
Lacklows, &c., and 300 bales of inferior description.

MR. HART’S MEMORIAL TO THE CHINESE 
GOVERNMENT. 


In China there is a class of privileged persons called 
~ eensors,” whose duties are to expose the abuses committed 


by officials in public departments, and the errors of Govern- | 
ment policy, in memorials to the Emperor. We are not 


aware whether Mr. Ropert Hart, the Inspector-General of 
Sustoms, has had that office added to his multifarious duties 
at Peking ; but it almost appears as if such were the case, 
if we may judge from his memorial to the Chinese Govern- 
ment, of which a translation appears in the China Mail. 
Be that as it may, in the lengthy document he has published 
he not only assumes that office, but his memorial is one of 
the most sweeping censures upon the domestic and foreign 
policy of the Government that we remember having read, 
not only in translations from the Peking Gazette, but in the 
columns of foreign journals. It is not merely a memorial 
~ showing up some isolated abuse, but it oriticises the whole 
fabric of Chinese politics, in their internal and external 
relations. Mr. Hart certainly shows somewhat of a Her- 
culean courage in thus attacking the hydra-headed monster 
of officialism in China within its own domain, and with 
literary weapons, after their own fashion. But he ap- 
proaches his subject with all the consciousness of power, 
as may be seen by his droll preliminary comparison of 
himself to a short man seated on the shoulders of a tall 
tall man, seeing thiugs from a higher point of view, and 
hence disinterested. Then he opens his censor-like budget 
by stating that “in the discussion of Chinese politics, one 
“has to speak of the domestic and of the foreign policy 
“of China. The foreign policy of to-day owes its origin 
“to the domestic policy of yesterday, while the domestic 
“ policy of the future will certainly be influenced by the 
“foreign policy (of to-day).” This is a simple way of 
putting the question, and likely to stimulate inquiry into 
the subject by Chinese politicians. Mr. Harr illustrates 
his text by pointing out the corrupt system of officials being 
paid such insignificant salaries, as tempt them to enrich 
themselves by oppressive illegitimate demands on the indus- 
trious population. The insufficiency of the Tartar troops, 
and the war-taxes frittered away without raising forces sutli- 
ciently disciplined to suppress local rebellions before they 
assume national magnitude, are thoroughly exposed. Touch- 
ing on foreign policy, our author proves the necessity of ad- 
heriug to treaties in an honest manner, and shows that all 
the disasters that befel the Government in 1860 arose from 
their repudiation, and resulting in foreign Powers securing 
forced concessions. Moreover, as they have proved them- 
selves stronger in warlike measures than the Chinese, any 
new attempt to bring about another would assuredly end in 
the discomfiture of their troops, and the payment of fresh 
indemnities, As to the treaties he justly observes their lead- 
ing stipulations “ were all classed under three heads, Terri- 
“tory, Missionaries, and Commerce, and the three Powers 
“ were England, France, and Russia,” These different heads 
are discussed in an impartial manner, and the leading argu- 
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ments are similar to what has appeared from time to time in 
the Press. The impoverished financial condition of China is 
represented as the one great obstecle to effecting the necessary 
reforms in its domestic policy. This, it is stated, does not 
arise from the absence of wealth amongst the people, or their 
objection to pay reasonable national taxes, but “ that what the 
“ officials grasp from the people is much, while the money that 
“is devoted to the revenue of the country is little.” If these 
officials were paid salaries commensurate with their posts, 

and these corrupt practices put a stop to, then the State 
treasury could have ample funds to keep up both the civil 
and military administration. Lastly, in pointing out the 

future commercial policy that should be pursued, the me- 

morial says :—“ Permission has yet to be given to foreign 
“merchants, in conjunction with Chinese merchants, to pro- 

“mote the establishment of railways, steamers, telegraphs, 

“ &o.;” and, “to grant audiences, is, at the worst, harmless, 

“ to appoint ambassadors is self-protection, and to co-operate 

“ mutually is to enrich the people.” 

In the above résumé of this remarkable document there is 


| a thorough earnestness in advocating the rights of nations and 
=| foreigners as against corrupt officialism that does credit to Mr. 


Hart, and we appreciate the outspoken boldness in which his 
arguments are advanced. Hitherto a general impression has 
been entertained by all foreigners interested in China that 
the Inspector-General, being an employé in Chinese pay, fur- 
nished information to his chiefs that proved prejudicial to his 
countrymen. If this memorial is a faithful reflex of his 
opinions, then he has been misjudged ; but even then he has 
but himself to blame if his reputation has suffered from 
his previous reticence. Perhaps he now sees the neces- 
sity of putting himself right with foreigners; and possibly 
in taking this bold step as a censor, he may be looking for- 
ward to an early congé from the Chinese service. But, in 
any case, the memorial before us appears to be so favourable 
to foreigners—animated by such a far-sighted and just per- 
ception of the necessity for the Chinese Government to ap- 
proach the revision of the Treaty in a conciliatory spirit, and 
filled with such sound advice to them—that we are only 
anxious to see it fully corroborated, so that we may be sure 
that there is no mistake in it. ‘‘ Not to have an early settle- 
ment ”—of the questions in debate between Chinese and 
foreigners—Mr. Hart tells the former, “ is to have another 
war.” We have always held and expressed this opinion, in 
spite of the temporising and vacillating politicians who have 
opposed anything like decision and firmness. Now that we 
find an officer, who has so long enjoyed the confidence of the 
Chinese Government, converted to our way of thinking, we 
think we may fairly count on the prompt settlement of all 
vexed questions, if our Foreign Office will but seize the op- 
portunity. 


THE POSTAL SERVICE. 

Ar length the Posrmaster-GeneraL has finally contracted 
with the French and Italian Governments for the conveyance 
of the India and China mails via Calais, Paris, and the Mont 
Cenis Tunnel to Brindisi. The P. and O. Company will, as 
before, carry the mails from Brindisi to Alexandria, leaving, 
however, on Monday, at five a.M., instead of Tuesday, as 
heretofore. This change is in consequence of the saving of 
time between London and Brindisi by the Mont Cenis Tuunel. 
The first mails from London under this arrangement will be 
that of Friday, the 5th January, for Bombay, and 12th 
for China, &c. The Southampton portions of these 
mails will leave on Thursday, the 28th December, 
and Thursday, the 4th January, respectively. The home- 
ward mails, via Brindisi, will, as we have before intimated, 
be timed to arrive in London on Monday morning. The P. 
and O. Company are now negotiating with the Italian Govern- 
ment torun their steamers from Brindisi on to Venice, The 
service of the Messageries Maritimes, via Marseilles, will, no 
doubt, be framed in harmony with the P. and O., and we trust 
to be able next week to present our subscribers with our Time 
Table for 1872. The rates of postage on letters, books, and 
patterns will remain as at present, the rate on newspapers 
and prices current will, however, be reduced to the old rate 
of threepence for papers not exceeding four ounces. This 
reduction has given great satisfaction, and the memorial to the 
PosTMasTER-GENERAL, which we drew up some months since, 
has, we are glad to see, been respected. 
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TE report of the P. and O. Company, which appeared 
in our last issue, is one upon which, on the whole, 
we think the shareholders may be congratulated. Making 
due allowance for a state of transition like the present con- 
dition of our communication with the East, and for the 
effects of the competition with which the P. and 0. Company 
has this year been assailed on all sides, a dividend amounting 
to seven per cent. per annum cannot be deemed unsatisfac- 
tory ; on the contrary, it is a result which appears to us to 
reflect great credit on the management, and, backed up as it 
is by the directors’ avowal of their determination to continue 
and develop the liberal and enterprising policy which has 
distinguished their operations this year, we can see no reason 
why the prospects of the next should not be deemed even 
more promising. The new contracts for ships into which the 
directors have entered show that they are fully prepared to 
go with the spirit of the times. 





WE understand that steps will be taken by the Srrarts 
ASSOCIATION to protest against the TREaTY just concluded— 
but not yet ratified—by our Goverument with the Dutch 
Government, regarding the trade of Sumatra. This Treaty, 
the text of which we gave in our last issue, will operate very 
seriously against the interests of British merchants at Penang. 


Ir is reported that negotiations are pending between our 
Government and those of several European Powers for 
securing the neutralisation of the Suez Canal. Both Mr. 
Opo RussEtu and Sir Henry Exiotr have, it is understood, 
made representations on the subject at Berlin and Constanti- 
nople respectively. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
LORD KIMBERLEY'S DESPATCH ON THE FINANCES OF THE COLONY— 
PROPOSED NEW STEAMER, &c. 

Lord Kimberley’s despatch of the 15th of August to the Straits 
Government is an admirable document. A prosperous revenue, 
tho Secretary of State tells colonial governors, furnishes no reason 
for lax and injudicious expenditure ; and the expenditure in the 
Straits is declared to have been unsatisfactory. Year after year 
there has been a surplus of revenue, and year after year there 
has been a constant and considerable increase in the ordinary ser- 
vices, while no public work has been undertaken except the Go- 
vernment House at Singapore. Such is the plain and unvar- 
nished judgment pronounced by Lord Kimberley on Sir Harry 
Ord’s four years’ financial administration. The Straits Asso- 
ciation could hardly have been more severe. For the future, 
the Secretary of State goes on to say, when the colonial revenue 
exceeds the expenditure, let the surplus be accumulated to 
provide for special and important public works which are 
nut likely to cause subsequently a permanent charge on the 
revenue of the colonies. And further, when the Government 
wants money for any particular purpose, let it come forward and 
ask for it in a straightforward manner, instead of getting a good- 
natured unofficial member to propose the vote. A Governor, 
Lord Kimberley hints, does not escape from the responsibility of 
misapplying the public money by a transparent expedient which 
has been but too often resorted to in Singapore. The business of 
unofficial members is to restrain, not to promote, the spending of 
the revenue ; and the Secretary of State not only tells them so, 
but tells them also that they have not always been sufficiently 
mindful of their duty in this respect. He has noticed that they 
have not taken as keen and watchful an interest in checking and 
controlling the details of the public expenditure as is shown in 
other colonies, but that, on the contrary, they have too frequently 
allowed lar e and unnecessary expenditure to pass unquestioned ; 
and he directs that in future the estimates shall be referred to 
a committee consisting mainly of unofficial members, and that 
their report upon them shall be sent to the Colonial-office. 

There is something fine in this manly appeal to the 
guardians of the public purse to protect the Colonial Minister 
against the “lax” tendencies of his local agents in dealing with 
the public resources; and if it makes the salutary impression 
which it deserves to make, it may galvanise for a time the “colo- 
nial system” into fair working condition. But we must be for- 
given for doubting whether in the long run the officials will not 
prove stronger than the Secretary of State and his unofficial allies 
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combined; and we shall take one subject of expenditure to 
explain our meaning. We venture to say that the history of the 
Straits steamers will justify our misgiving. The demand for new 
steamers, which began with Sir Harry Ord’s arrival in the 
Straits in 1867, has never ceased down to the present time : 
and the amount which has been squandered under that 
head, if compared with tho revenue of the colony, would throw 
into the shade, a hundred times over, that outlay on royal yachts 
which has so much offended Sir C. Dilke. Without raking up 
the figures of that “lax and unnecessary ” expenditure, however, 
it is enough to say that the Straits officials, not satisfied with a 
new steamer which was sent out to them last year, and a steam 
launch which cost the colony from £1,200 to £1,500, are now 
clamouring for another vessel, which is to cost, as they propose, 
$15,000. But what is all this steam power wanted for? Is it to 
carry officials from one settlement to another? They would be 
more expeditiously and far more economically carried by the 
numerous passenger steamers which ply in the Straits. Is 
it to carry reliefs and provisions to the light houses? This 
could be done for a mere triffe by contract. Are steamers wanted 
for making war against pirates? It is denied on good authority 
that there are any pirates in the Straits ; but if there are, it is the 
business of the Royal Navy to put them down ; and there is always 
one man-of-war, sometimes more, lying at Singapore or Penang 
quite prepared to undertake the task. The truth is, and the 
more the subject is examined the more the truth will appear, that 
what steamers are really required for is the convenience and re- 
creation of two or three officials. Nothing perhaps can put this 
in a clearer light than the amusing divergence which is to be 
found in the views put forth for the new steamer by the two 
authorities who are asking for it, the Governor of the colony, and 
the Lieutenant-Governor of Penang. The former would have the 
craft in Singapore harbour to be used for police and lighthouse 
purposes in order to save the larger vessel in wear and tear ; the 
latter thinks that she ought to be at Penang to “ detect” pirates 
at that end of the Straits, to serve the lighthouse near Malacca, 
and last, but not least, to enable him to cross over from Penang 
to Province Wellesley—a passage of, perhaps, a couple of miles, 
possibly as perilous as the passage of Bangor ferry, but certainly 
not so formidable as the voyage between Portsmouth and Ryde. 
Lord Kimberley at first vetoed the new steamer altogether, but 
Sir H. Ord so far prevailed over his better judgment as to per- 
suade him to sanction a small one not exceeding thirty tons. 
And now Col. Anson’s proposal for a larger one has thrown the 
whole question once more open. If each of these gentlemen is 
to be believed as regards his own needs, it is clear that what is 
required is not one, but two steamers. But if he is questioned 
as to his neighbour’s wants—a matter in which he is more likely 
to be impartial—it is equally clear that no steamer whatever is 
required. Sir Harry Ord evidently does not want a vessel for 
Penang, and Colonel Anson as evidently is unable to see any use 
for another at Singapore, where there are two already. If the 
stewards of the public purse are true to their trust they will pro- 
test against the Iax and unnecessary expenditure into which the 
Governor and Lieutenant-Governor, each in his own way, are 
endeavouring to lead them. Let them review the various grounds 
which have been put forth for keeping up steamers at the ex- 
pense of the colony. In 1867 Sir Harry Ord represented to the 
Council that they were needed for carrying officials, relieving 
lighthouses, doing police duties, fighting pirates, communicating 
with Malay rajahs who jeopardised British interests, and finally 
for keeping up British prestige. Hethen admitted that the two 
first purposes might be accomplished by charter. The steam launch 
was built for police duties, and has never found any to perform. 
As to the other purposes they are the business and always have 
been performed by Her Majesty’s Navy. Let the unofficial members, 
then, review the purposes for which the colonial steamers have 
actually been employed, and they will find, unless the local press 
has strangely and persistently misinformed us, that they have 
been frequently put to uses purely private and personal. The 
colonial steamer was employed in 1868 to carry the Governor and 
a party of friends to Siam to see an eclipse, and it is worth asking 
whether the colony did not pay for the table, as well as for the 
coals, on that expedition. On other occasions she has carried the 
Governor and select party to Johore for pig or snipe shooting. 
She was painted, gilded, and decorated, to carry the Governor to 
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Java in 1869, although a man-of-war had been placed at his 
service to carry him there. The Straits papers have for years re- 
monstrated in indignant terms against the employment of a 
colonial steamer, at a cost not far from £100 a trip, in carrying 
the Governor's private letters (not the official correspondence, 
which was left for him at Penang) from Singapore to Penang 
every fortnight during his visits at the latter Settlement. On 
one occasion the Master Attendant is said to have been repri- 
anded for having suffered what Sir Harry Ord called Ats yacht 
to be employed in saving a burning vessel. One night not 
long since the steam launch was plying from one man-of-war to 
another in the harbour of Singapore, carrying a distinguished 
official, on an errand very evidently social only. These are the 

al ner for which steamers are really demanded in the Straits. 

f Lord Kimberley will again look into the whole question and 
see the enormous sum that steamers have cost the colony since 
the transfer, and what they have done for the money (and the 
materials for the investigation are at hand in his office), we hardly 
think it probable he will sanction any further outlay in this di- 
rection. ; 





THE SALANGORE AFFAIR. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT. ) 

We are all astonished in Singapore at the opinions of Sir 
Benson Maxwell with respect to Salangore. The only sane and 
wholesome action the Government has taken for many years with 
respect to native States is abused and held up to public scorn, 
and if our late Chicf Justice has lived fifteen years in the Straits 
not to know that Salangore, under its preseat opium-smoking ruler, 
has long been in a state of anarchy, all I cansay is that he should 
not, Quixote-like, take up the cudgels and indulge in inflated 
language. ‘The piratical affairs brought on a political action 
which we in Singapore have every reason to believe will be of 
the areatest benefit to Salangore in particular and the Straits in 

everal. 

The political action arose in this wise. Some years ago Sultan 
Samat gave to his brother-in-law, Rajah Abdoolah, and to his 
family, the province of Klang. This chief set to work to open 
up the tin mines, and by giving countenance and protection to 
Chinese capitalists in Malacca a large trade arose and his revenue 
increased. ‘This aroused the cupidity of the Sultan and of his 
followers, and the former’ undoubtedly encouraged his grand ne- 
pews Mahadie, to raise the standard of revolt. This rajah had 

itherto been living at a place called Lama Sorah, twenty-five 
miles up the Klang River, on a salary of $100 a month. He was 
in disgrace, having married one of his grandmothers, or, rather, 
one of the widows of his grandfather. Joined by others who 
viewed with jealousy the prosperity of Rajah Abdoolah, Mahadie 
attacked him at his chief trading establishment, and, after some 
months of fighting, drove him away to Malacca, but not before 
General Cavenagh, having visited the place in the Pluto, had 
been grossly insulted by the insuryent chief. 

Rajah Abdoolah died soon after, and his sons, having raised a 
force, blockaded the Klang River. This was what the Sultan 
desired, as so long as Klang was disturbed the tin from the mines 
was carried down the Langut River, up which he lived, and there 
levied duties, to the detriment of the people at Malacca, whose 
funds were meanwhile seriously jeopardised. The war was carried 
on with varioussuccess. If Mahadie was hard pressed the Sultan 
sent him provisions and food by the Langut River ; when the rajahs 
were getting the worst, this type of a sovereign assisted them tem- 
porarily with men and arms. At last the sonsof Rajah Abdoolah 
eought for assistance from Ourdah,and Tungko dia Oodin ap. 
ares upon the stage with a numerous suite of followers. The 

ultan sought to cajole him too, and so, I believe, gave him his 
daughter in marriage, and appointed him to settle the disturb- 
ances in Klang.—(See Government Gazette of April 22, 1870.) 

This did not, however, prevent H.R.H. coquetting with Mahadie, 
and going on as usual, so much so that when Sir Harry Ord went 
to Langut as pacificator and failed, the Sultan declared that he 
knew nothing of his nephew, although it came out afterwards 
that they were talking together when Sir Harry’s visit was an- 
nounced, and were together again within au hour after his de- 

arture. At last Tungkoo dia Oodin drove Mahadie away from 

lang, the latter flying to Salangore, where he quickly fortified 
himself against an attack of his successful rival under the aus- 
pices of the Sultau’s son. Then appeared the pirates and the 
consequences of that visit, and then the interview of Mr. Birch 
with the Sultan, who of course abused those he had supported, 
but who had lost the day, but wished to keep up the old game of 
“ divide ct impera ” by proposing a mixed form of Government. 
This was prevented, and Rajah dia Oodin, the Governor of Klang, 
was created Governor of Salangore, with every probability of 
opening up the trade of the country and of enabling the Malacca 
people to recover their jeopardised funds. This is the history of 
the treacherous savage whom Sir Benson coolly compares to Her 
Majesty the Queen of Great Britain. 

The town of Salangore was not burnt ; it is some thirty miles 
from the destroyed forts. Langut is not up the Salangore River, 
please, Sir Benson, but thirty to forty miles up a river of that 
name thirty-five miles from the Salangore River. Klang River 
is between the two. 
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THE AMOOR RIVER NAVIGATION COMPANY. 

The following statement has been published in connection 
with the Loan of £200,000 introduced by Messrs. Schroder 
and Co., and noticed in our commercial article :— 


The river Amoor is formed by a junction of two rivers, the Shelka and 
the Argoon, the former rising in Siberia, and the latter in Chinese Tar- 
tary. The length of the Amoor, from the junction to the sea, is about 
2,500 versts (1,700 miles). The Shelka is also navigable for about 
500 versts, making 3,000 verats (2,000 miles) from point to point. There 
are two other navigable tributuaries which feed the Amoor, namely, the 
Sungari, which rises in the centre of Manchouria, a very densley popu- 
lated country, and the Oossouri, which rises in the southern part of 
Eastern Siberia, close to the Pacific, and to the Russian ports on that 
ocean. There are many gold mines now being worked on the Amoor, 
and during the years 1868, 1869, and 1870, there were no Jessa than 
seventy setts in which gold was found, and application was made to the 
Government in each case for permission to work them. The resources of 
the Amoor country are very great, There are enormous tracts of land 
suitable for colonisation and pasturage and capable of cultivation, with 
immense quantities of timber; ouk, clm, ash, larch, pine, and maple, 
and also vast supplies of limestone. The attention of the Imperial 
Russian Government has lately been directed to these resources, and 
the Governor-General of Siberia has been instructed to expend a con- 
siderable yearly sum in order to encourage the colonisation of the 
Amoor country. 

The Amoor is the natural means of communication between the 
Pacific Ocean and the interior of Eastern Siberia and Mancliouria, so 
that the requirements of about four million inhabitants will be pro- 
vided for more expeditiously and at a cheaper rate by this than by any 
otherroute. The Amoorand its tributaries being the only means of trans- 
port for the traffic through the country, the Russian Government has, 
during the lust fourteen years, established and worked a line of steamers 
on therivera. In furtherance, however, of the recent policy ofthe Russian 
Government, which is to promote private enterprise (as exemplified in 
the late transfer of Government railways to private companies), the Go- 
vernment gave notice that it was prepared to transfer ull ita interests in 
the existing line of steamers on the Amoor and its tributaries, and also 
all the stock and property appertaining to the said navigation to a re- 
sponsible company constituted for that purpose. Several applications 
were made to the Gavernment from different quarters fur the concession, 
but the Imperial Government granted it to this company in consequence 
of the directors. being already largely interested in the prosperity of 
Siberia. The Board is composed as follows:—Nicolas Bernardaky, 
president of the Kharkoff Krementchug Railway, Serge Abasa, Henry 
Iseribeck, Alexander Etoline, all of St. Petersburg ; and the subscribed 
share capital amounts to 700,000 roubles, 

The chief inducement to the Russian Government to transfer the 
working of this important line to a private company was to obtain a 
development of the resources of the country greater than could be exe 
pected from an official and exclusively military organisation, This will 
he peculiarly effected by the development of onc clement of commerce, 
namely, the importation of tea into the Eastern Continent of Russia. 
Hitherto, the whole of the tea required in Eastern Russia (80,000 
chests of about 100 lbs. each yearly) has been conveyed thither by 
caravans, and the time required for its transport has been upwards of 
twelve months, By the Amoor route the maximum time of transport 
will be seventy days, and the saving of cost in the transport will be six 
roubles per chest, in addition to a saving of twelve per cent. (the inte- 
rest of money in China) on the whole capital of the ciravan tea trade 
with Russia, arising from difference of time occupied in the transport. 
The transport of the tea will be effected by ocean steamers, belonging to 
this company, from Hankow, on the Yangtsze River, to Nikulaievsk, at 
the mouth of the Amoor, a distance of only 2,000 miles. The climate, 
though severe in the north, is healthy; but :n the southern parts it is 
mild, the ports in the south, which are the most important for the pur- 
poses of the company, being frozen only two months in the year. 

If one article of freight alone is taken into consideration, namely, 
tea, it will be found that the annual import into Eastern Russia amounts 
to 240,000 poods, nearly 10,000 cubic tons English. The transport of 
this tea at present, by caravans, costs, from Hankow, in China, to Ir- 
koutsk, pear the Lake of Baikal, 74 roubles per pood. The price for 
land transport between Strelensk (the highest navigable point on the 
Amoor) and the Baikal Lake is from 1 rouble 20 copecks to 2 roubles 
50 copecks per pood. Taking the highest price—2 roubles 50 copecks 
per pood—there remains 5 roubles per pood for the transport of tea by 
water from Hankow to Strelensk, via Anoor River. The actual ex: 
penses of the company for river transport from the mouth of the Amoor 
to its highest navigable point are about 50 copecks per pood. Suppos- 
ing that the freight from Hankow to Nikolaievsk (about 2,000 miles 
distance) attains the price of £3 per ton of 40 cubic feet, which would 
be equal to 1 rouble per pood, the coat of the whole transport by water 
would not exceed 1 rouble 50 copecks. Consequently there remains a 
surplus of 34 roubles in fuvour of the company. In order to induce the 
exporters of tea from China to adopt the Amoor route, the company 
has alreatly entered into negotiations with the largest tea firms in 
Russia and Russian firms in China, and have promised them a reduction 
per chest on the transport of tea from China to Irkoutsk. At the 
prices agreed on for this traffic the company would derive a profit of 
£360,000. 

Independently of the income shown by the above statements the com- 
pany will derive a new and considerable revenue by the establishment 
ofa line of sea-going steamers of its own, to run from Hankow to Niko- 
latevsk. The amount of sea freight imported annually by that route 
would amount to 10,000 tons, Assuming the company to charge (us 
stated above) £3 per ton, tho gross receipts from tca alone during the 
summer months would be £30,000—a sum sutticient to kecp up four 
stearners the whole year round. A considerable sum would also be 
realised on the return journey by the transport of timber, coal, and sea- 
weed, 5,000 tons of which last are now yearly exported from Siberla to 
China alone. Thcre is no question thatso soon as these ogean steamers 
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are established, the Imperial Russian Government will avail itself of the 
line for the transport, not only of all Government freight, for which it 


frequently now charters private vesscls, but also fur the establishment of . 
regular communication between the different Russian ports on the | 
Pacific Ocean, a communication which is much needed, and at present ! 


can scarcely be said to exist. In this case the company has every 
reason to believe that it will receive an important additiunal income, by 
way of subsidy, from the Russian Government for carrying the mails 
and Government freights. 


P. AND O. COMPANY’S MEETING. 

The meeting of shareholders in this company was held at the offices, 
Leadenhall-street, on the 7th inst., under the presidency of Mr. P. D. 
Hapow, chairman. The notice calling the meeting was read by Mr. 
C. W. HowB 1, the secretary, who also presented the report of the 
directors. 

The CHAIRMAN said he found, on looking over the report of his ob- 
servations at the last meeting, that if he were to repeat them that day 
they would be equally applicable to the present mument. The principal 
points at the last meeting were that there had been an increase in the 
competition and a decrease in the expenditure. On the present occa- 
sion he was able to say that the receipts had not been greater, but the 
expenditure had been less. 

The company had sold four vessels at a loss, but they would be re- 
placed by new ones, consuming less coal, having more carrying capacity, 
and better adapted in every way for the requirements of modern trade. 
So that though for the moment the sale entailed some pecuniary loss, yet 
in the end there would be a considerable gain to the company. The 
fleet had been strengthened, as stated in the report, and it was a matter 
of deep satisfaction to the board to know that the old ships had been 
replaced, and the company’s fleet vastly improved, without calling upon 
the shareholders for any fresh capital. So far as they had gone up to 
the present, the new ships had entirely satisfied the expectations of the 
board. The last new vessel went to Galle at the rate of eleven knots 
with a consumption of thirty-three tons of coal, in place of old vessels 
which consumed fifty tons of coal and could convey only half the quan- 
tity of cargo. Referring to the underwriting account, he said that on 
the last occasion the board presented a clean bill of health, whereas on 
the present they had to deplore the loss of the Rangoon. The paragraph 
in the report referring to that matter was very short, not because the 
board desired to withhold any information from the shareholders, but be- 
cause the full report of the circumstanccs wae not yet before the board, 
and as the inquiry was still pentling the directors deemed it just and 
prudent to await the finding of the Court before commenting upon the 
sad accident. As soon as the Board were in possession of full informa- 
tion the public and every one else should have it. It was satisfactory 
to know that the captain and crew were acquitted of all blame, and, in 
addition to the fact that passengers and crew were saved, there was the 
consolation that the mails had been recovered uninjured. This was more 
than could at first have been expected, as the divers who first went down 
were carried away by the strong undercurrent, and it was therefore the 
more creditable. Turning from a dark picture to a bright one, it was a 
source of deep satisfaction that the company’s officers and ship had been 
able to render such signal service in rescuing the crew of the ill-fated 
and unfortunate Megera. The letter of Captain Bernard was appended 
to the report, and spoke for itself. [It was a simple narrative of events, 
and showed that there were still in the service of the company gentle- 
men who were distinguished for skill and bravery, and who, in the 
management of vessels under the most trying circumstances were second 
to none. (Loud cheers.) He concluded by moving the adoption of the 
report and statement of accounts. 

Mr. G1BBINs soconded the motion with a very great deal of pleasure. 
He had examined the accounts at the office, and found them satisfac- 
tory in every respect. To his mind the shareholders were greatly in- 
debted tou the board for their exertions in meeting compctition and 
maintaining the high position of the company. 

Mr. GLIDDON thought that the report was most satisfactory, and 
that the provision which the board had made for next year was a 
wise one, and would commend itself to the minds of the shareholders 
generally. He did not believe the officers of the company were in any 
measure responsible for the loss of the Rangoon, as she was at the 
time in the hands of the pilot, and expressed his approval of the policy 
of the board in getting rid of the old, large coal-consuming ships, and 
replacing them with new ones, consuming less coal, and having greater 
cargo-carrying capacities, 

Mr. DAVIES wished for a more detailed statement of accounts. He 
was sorry to sec the large loss on the sale of the old ships, and thought 
that the 5 per cent. annually written off for depreciation was too small. 
He rejuiced to sce the diminution in the cxpenditure, but believed there 
was ample room for a atill further reduction. He suggested that a large 
saving might be effected by the company importing its own wines and 
spirits for consumption. He was not satisfiod with a 6 per cent. divi- 
dend. 

Mr. JoNEs expressed deep regret at the loss of the Rangoon. He had 
upon many vccasions called the attention of the directors to the danger- 
ous state of Galle Harbour, and thought that a epecial protest or re- 

resentation should go from that meeting to the Government of Ceylon. 

y the refusal to expend a sum of Jess than half a million to render the 
harbour safe the Government was responsible for the loss to the share- 
holders of 3 per cent. 

Dr. ScuuLHoF, referring to the loss of the Rangoon, gave it as his 
opinion that the disaster was mainly attributable to the fact of the ship 
being detained whilst she took in the local Chiva mails.—Dr, 8SToxEs 
thought the company’s manager at the station was greatly to blame in 
the matter, and the harbour-master as well. 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply to the various speakers, said the loss on 
the Broughton Hall was only about £2,000. She was a very old ship 
and practically useless. No doubt the loss on the sale of old ships was 
a matter-fur regret, but it would have been a loss still more serious if 
the company had attempted to reconstruct them. As to the company 
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importing its own wines, he hoped the shareholders would leave those 
; details of management to the beard. For the present the directors did 
not deem it prudent to make any change. As to the company having 
done more work und earned lcss money, it was the fact. But the same 
causes which increased the work tended to diminish the expenditure. 
There was a great deal of competition, and the company’s rates for 
; passengers had been reduced fully 20 per cent. The debentures of the 
company falling due were being renewed at a lower rate of interest. The 
captain of the Rangoon was an old, very efficient, und trustworthy officer 
of the company. The pilot in whose charge the vessel was had been uni- 
forinly employed by the company for the past 20 years. Before stopping the 
vessel to take in the mail from the bost the captain asked the pilot if she 
was out of danger, and was answere'l in the affirmative. The stoppage 
to take in the local muils only occupied thirteen minute, and the delay 
was occasioned by the local mail from Ceylon not being ready in time. 
The board had received letters from the company’s ugents at Gaile, and 
did not think them or the harbour-master to blame. The captain had 
never before had an accident, an‘ the board, despite the unfortunate oc- 
currence, had the utmost confidence in him and all the company’s offi- 
cers, (Cheers.) The captain and officers were anxious to beach the ship 
when the accident happened, tut the pilot told them it was too dark, and 
impossible to do so, and the captain, properly thinkin life the most 
valuable thing he had in charge, at once made for the nearest ship out- 
side the hurbour, in order to save those on board. (Cheers.) 

The report was adopted nem. con., und the dividend declared. Upon 
the motion of the Hon, J. Noxton, seconded by Mr. Stuart, the re- 
tiring dircctors were re-elected. The auditors having been reappointed, 
the proceedings closed with a vote of thanks to the chairman and his 
colleagues. ‘The directors’ report appeared in our last issue.

Sales made public during the month 
show an aggregate of 73,800 half. cheats, including 24,000 new crop to 
arrive from Amoy, 16,700 to hand, cx steamer Wm. Miller, and 
31,800 old, chiefly Foochow kinds. At the close there is less enquiry, 
and further transactions of magnitude, either in old or new, could only 
be effected at some concession in prices. For Greens the demand has 
been quite moderate, and the business noted has been mainly 
in old crop, and from second hands. Sales include 17,500 half-chesta, 
and quotations show a decline in nearly all grades of old, with a more 
marked one in some grades of new. In Japans the transactions are 
also on a moderate scale. Sales for the month foot 15,500 half- 
chests, of which 4,200 only are new crop—the latter indicate a declin- 
ing and unsettled market, with quotations 3c. to 6c. lower for medium 
to finest. For old. no change in values can be quoted since our last. 
Sales of Congou and Souchong are limited to 3,700 half-chests, the 
market closing with but little inquiry for any grade.

medium, 58c. to 55c.; good medium, 57c. to 60c.; fine and finest, 68c. 
to 72c. ; choice, 75c. to 85c. 

The total receipts of Tea from China and Japan at the port of New 
York from Jan. 1 to Nov. 18, 1871. were as follows: —Greens, 18,376,971 
lbs. ; Japans, 13,895,459 lbs.; Souchongs, 3,476.915 Ibs. ; Oolong, 
18,385,917 lbs.; other sorts, 383,783 Ibs. ; total, 49,519,045 Ibs. The 
stock on Jan. 1 was 16,748,661 lba.; which, added to the above total, 
gives a result of 66,267,706 Ibs. as the total supply. Subtracting 
from this total the exports from Jan. 1 to Nov. 18, 4,593,416 Ibs., and 
the withdrawals for home consumption during that period, 44,550,177 
Ibs., there remainsa total of 17,124,113 lbs., represeuting the stock on 
the last-named date. The receipts from Sept. 18 to Nov. 18 amounted 
to 4,454,766 lbs.; the withdrawals for home consumption to 3,142,200 
Ibs. ; and the exports to 224,609 lbs. 


SILK. 
The following is Mr. O’Donoghue’s report :—Our issue of the 18th 
ult. found a moderately active market for fine Re-reeled Tsatlee and 


Haineen Silk. Since that date the stock of these descriptions has | 


been augmented by recent arrivals, and we cannot say that business 
is satisfactory, though manufacturers are purchasing continually to 
supply their immediate wants, but with a great deal of caution as the 
end of the year approaches.

The° 
business, it is understood, has been mostly of a speculative character, 
the regular trade still buying very sparingly, ag their country demand 
is small, as usual, at this period of the season. The market for the 
other kinds is without improvement, the demand being very light, 
and stocks accumulating in first hands. Several arrivals of Java bave 
proiuced a liberal supply both of mats and Government in bags. Two 
cargocs of the former, say 25,191 mats, per Jane Sprott, and 24,514 
do., per Rapide. were sold before arrival, and go into second hands ; 
in addition 4,191 piculs in mata have arrived, per Mars, of which all but 
one-fourth goes into stock ; 3,600 bags Government have come forward 
from Liverpool, and remain in stock. Java is, in consequence, quite 
nngettled, and we reduce our quotations to 22$c. to 24c. for Govern- 
ment, and 23}c. to 25c. for mats, with only jobbing eales.
